Baker Led Life 
Of Service To Com muni ty 



The; editor of the Canadian Statesman haS 
warned more than once that socialism, .would 
mean the nationalism of farm land in Canada. 
J lis warnings have been pooh-poohed by the 
C.C.F. faithful, here in Durham county and else- 
where in Ontario, who claimed hu -knew nothing 
about the doctrines and practices of socialism. 

We summon as our latest witness Tom Wil- 
liams, the British minister of agriculture, who, 
according to a Canadian Press cable, has warned 
the farmers of Britain that failure to co-operate 
in the Labor government's planned agricultural 
program might mean, national i/.alion of their 
land. ■ ife said the Labor (socialism) govern- 
ment's policy is intended to "ensure that land' is 
properly fanned, managed and equipped*' and 
that it might be taken from farmers and land- 
owners "who fail to play their part" in u planned 
agricultural economy. 

On Dec. 6, 1913, M. J. Cold well, national leader 
of the C.C.F. said: "The C.C.F. is a socialist 
movement in exactly the same manner as the 
labor parties of the British Commonwealth and 

the Anglo-Saxon world are socialist." He has 
made other statements along the same line, in- 
tending to show that the C.C.F. in Canada and

Early on Christmas morning, 
Seneca Baker, who passed his 
95th birthday last* August, an- 
[swered the inevitable call that 
he predicted five years ago 

would soon come .when on his 
birthday he told a reporter that 
he would die if he quit work. 

At that time he was quite busy 
doing odd things about the farm 
but soon after he was not able to 
be about and with failing eye- 
sight, he " gradually weakened, 
although he outlived his. fondest 
expectations. Up to a very short 
time ago he kept a clear mind 
and his daughter read the news- 
papers to him, in which he was 
always interested. lie was a 
student of public events and 
early Canadian history. 

His long and honorable mun- 
icipal record was always a 
matter of pride, and rightfully 
so. Mr. Baker was elected reeve 
of Whitchurch first in 18!>5, re- 
turned in 139ti and again served 
in this capacity in 1907-8, 1013 
and 1014, six terms in all during 
which time he was honored with 
Ihe wardenship of the county of 
York in the year 1007. Iteeve- 
ships were not gained easily in 
those days, for there was many 
a tiirb;:!enl battle at the polls. 

A staunch Libera !, he had said 
that it to:*k courage to be a Lib* 
eral in his youthful dfiys, for 
the Irish Tories of thai time 
ruled with an t.von hand. Mr. 
Buker was a great admirer of 
Premier Mackenzie K im and 



Rehabilitation Commission in 
-Toronto. The daughters are 
Mrs. Barnes <TiiHc) t who lived 
in the old family home and gave 
such loving and tender care to 
her father in his declining years, 
a Iso M rs. Gilbert (Zi 1 1 ah >, 
Stouffville; Mrs. Cook (Laura), 
Newmarket; Mrs. Milter (Ida), 
Sutton, and Mrs. Titos. Simpson 
(Violet), Bailaiitrao.

I want to recall to your minds 
a familiar story from which I 
have derived the title for our 
column this week. The story is 
written in the 14th Chapter of 
the Book of Exodus. The Israel- 
ites had - come to an impasse, 
"The foe behind, the sea before" 
and in their predicament they 
turned on their leader and revil- 
ed him for their lost condition. 
Moses, in his desperation, seeks 
that guidance which had led 
him hitherto; and the direction 
comes to him, clear and distinct, 
"Speak unto the people that they 
go forward." March on as 
though there were no coast-line 
in front and no sea. You may 
remember what occurred. Where 
they expected surely deep waves 
they found, through some action 
of wind and tide, such a reces- 
sion of water as to afford an easy 
passage over, the hard, wet sand. 
Hurrying along it, ere the tide 
turned, they were upon the coast 

of Asia before the dawn. The 
heavy chariots of the Egyptians, 
rashly following, could by no 
means make good their crossing, 
and were caught by the receding 
tide. 

A nation was born that night, 
out of a horde of disorganized 
slaves, and a lesson was learned 
which afterwards stood them, 

many a time, in good stead. The 
lesson was this: FearfuJness, 
hesitation, and dread of difficul- 
ties achieve nothing. 

I suggest to our readers that 
this lesson may be appropriated 
for our use as we cross the thres- 
hold of the year 1946 in every 
sphere of life's activity, in 
church, in nation arid in our 
community. Let the motto be: 
"if the purpose be good, go for- 
ward." 

Just now, perhaps more than 
ever, we are dreaming our 
dreams and seeing our visions 
of great expansions and develop- 
ments in these particular spheres 
above mentioned. And though a 
thousand difficulties and objec- 
tions may rise to our minds; and 
though there may be many ad- 
versaries in the way and the 
waves of this troublesome world 
may wage horribly against us, 
yet not for a moment must we 
be fearful, hesitant, or stand in 
dread of the difficulties of the 
unknown future but go forward 
with resolution and' determina- 
tion, not doubting that the God 
of our fathers, the God and 
Father of Our Lord Jesus Christ 
will find a way for us. 

I project this thought for your 
consideration. What has fear- 
fulness, hesitancy and dread of 
difficulties ever done for any- 
one? Is it not true that some j 
people have worried themselves i 



ed with and overcome. 

So to the forward marching 
servants of God in our churches, 



in the nation and in Newmarket 
I suggest that we attend to the 
voice of God, speaking many 
years ago through the medium 
of His servant Moses and. appli- 
cable for us today: "Speak unto 
the people that they go forward."
